FORECAST FOR THD WEEK. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 9.—The following 
forecast, based n datiy reports by telegraph 
from selected stations throughout the northern 
hemisphere, was tesued by the weather bureau 
today. 

There are no present indications of unseason- 
ably high temperature in any part of the United 
States. : 

In the middle eastern and northeastern states 
the weather of the next three days will be gen- 
erally fair, with moderate temperature. 

A barometric depression that wilt appear over 
the Rocky mountain districts on Wednesday will 
move slowly eastward over the plains states on 
Thursday, cross the central valleys on Friday 
and Saturday and reach the Atlantic coast on 
Saturday or Sunday.

Council Committee Tires of 
Delays Thrust in Way of 
Improvement in Serv- 
ice to the Public. 


PEACEFULTALKNEAREND 


Patrons’ Complaints of Over- 
crowding, Too Few Trains, 
and No Transfers to 
Be Answered, 


Speedy and stern action to compel the 
officiale of the elevated railway systems 
to begin improvements in the service was 
promised yesterday by Ald. Milton J. Fore- 
man. 

As he was departing for New York the 
alderman declared that if, upon his return, 


some time before next Monday, he finds that 
the elevated corporation offictale still are 


thrusting delays in the way of the commit- 


tee on local transportation, of which he is 
chairman, the action of the city may be 
“sudden and surprising.” 

The exact methods to be followed in com- 
pelling the companies to install the changes 
demanded by the public were not detailed 
by Mr. Foreman, but he stated that the coun- 
cil body is prepared to take up the prob- 
lems of this form of traffic in an enen 
manner. 

The engineers of the different companies 
are to meet in consultation with our con- 
sulting engineer, George Weston, tomor- 
row,“ said the alderman, and if he reports 
to us that they are not prepared to go ahead 
with the modificationg of the system which 
we regard not only as necessary but as en- 
tirely within the bounds of reason, we shall 
serve notice that the peaceable negotiations 
are at an end. 


Stand of Companies Defiant. 

“There are a dozen questions of improve- 
ment that have been in the air entirely too 
long. The companies should have given way 
to the demands of the public long ago. These 
have been sane requests and not ome of them 
has been granted. 

“I wouldn’t say that the companies’ atti- 
tude has been belligerent, but it has been one 
of defiance. They practically have held out 
that they are independent of the municipality 
that they ask no favors of us and that we 
must ask none in return. They have hemmed 
and hawed about every proposition that has 
been submitted to them tna manner that has 
exasperated both the people and the city 
council. 

“Sooner or later these men will realise

All they have done ts to argue that they 
aren't making money now and that the in- 
stallation of improvements would be a fur- 
ther drain upon their depleted treasuries 
when, as a matter of fact, our experts tell 
us that the only way for them to get even 
with the board and pay dividends is to raise 
their system to the highest standard of ef- 
ficiency.’’ 


Through Routes the First. 

Mr. Foreman stated that the list of tm - 
provements that must be made in the imme- 
diate future is so long that the one first to be 
taken up by the committee could not be 
named. 

It is probable we will take up the ques- 
tion of through routing,“ he said, as the 
establishment of such routes appears to offer 
the greatest benefit to the greatest number of 
people. 

Mr. Weston will endeavor to figure out 
with the company engineers the exact de- 
crease in mileage under such a plan and its 
effect upon the income of the companies. He 
has said the change can be made without loss 
of profit, and some of the road officials have 
acknowledged their willingness to adopt the 
scheme if he can produce the figures neces- 
sary to support his contention. 

“Whether they admit their satisfaction 
with his proof or not, we have got to have 
through routes, and the sooner the compe- 
nies recognize this the more unpleasantness 
they will avoid. I feel confident that it wil! 
not be long before we can show results in 
every direction in which improvement is 
needed.“ 


Public Protests Force Action. 

The attitude of the committee, acknowl- 
edged as that of the city administration, is 
declared to have nothing of a hysterical na- 
ture tn its origin. It began the consideration 
of the situation in some of its details a long 
time ago, and, having failed to obtain any 
satisfaction: to its requests in these minor 
matters, has determined to take up 258 situa- 
tion as a whole. 

This decision has been caused by the storm 
of protest, fast assuming the shape of the 
cyclone “funnel” with its tip in the city 
council chambers, that has been created by 
the patrons of the road, especially duging the 
past month, 

In recognition of the scope of the senti- 
ment which has been aroused and of the in- 
finite variety of faults in the several roads 
THE TRIBUNE has determined to open its col- 
umns to such expressions of complaint and 
protest, criticism, and suggestion for im- 
provement as may be made by its readers. 

Communications addressed to THs Trts- 
unE will be considered and if the contents 
warrant publication they will appear as they 
are received and will be presented to the ele- 
vated road officiais. 


Four Great Changes Needed. 

The latest and greatest revolt against the 
abuse of their privileges by the corporations 
had its inception with the launching of a 
scheme for the consolidation of the four com- 
panies a month ago. Samuel Insull, head 
of the Commonwealth-Edison Electric, com- 
pany, although he had no connection with 
any of the companies, began a conscientious 
effort to bring them together in the hope of 
bringing about unification. 

He advised four things—the extension of 
platforms, the development of stub terml- 
nals, the through routing of cara and the 
privilege of universal transfer. 

Then there followed a string of other sug- 
gestions of improvements that should be 
made when the companies got to work bring- 
ing their equſpment up to standard. There 
were many who asked why the cempanies did 
not, in purchasing new cars, buy the aisle 
door form—that is, those with cross seate 
having doors at the end of each aisle.

PRAY IN JAIL 10 SAVE BILLIK 


Conviets and Suspects Unite in 
Asking Divine Intervention. 


PRIEST AND JAILER JOIN.

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In the gloomy little chapel of the county 
jail there was enacted last evening as pic- 
turesque a scene as the four walls of that 
structure, with all ite heartrending stories 
of trouble, ever has witnessed. For two hours 
a miscellaneous gathering of murderers, 
burglars, and convicts prayed on bended 
knee that Herman Billfk, convicted of the 
murder of Mary Vzral, might be given 
justice.“ 

One man, himself under sentence of death 
for murdering Policeman Callahan of the 
Desplaines street station, placed his hand 
on the head of his fellow prisoner and wept 
as he prayed. Another prisoner, a con- 
fessed burglar, pleaded that Billik might be 
spared to his wife and children. 

And there, in the midst of the group of 
eriminals and men awaiting trials for every 
charge known to the police, sat Mrs. Mary 
Billik and the four Billfk children. The fam- 
ily appeared brave enough at the opening of 
the peculfar services, but before many words 
had deen spoken Mrs. Billik bowed her head 
and quietly wept, while her hand reached 
out involuntarily for that of her husband. 


Murderer Calls Meeting. 


The prayer service was the idea of David 
Anderson, under sentence of death for the 
murder of Policeman Callahan. It was An- 
derson who circulated the petition asking 
that such a meeting be held and it was An- 
derson who carried the plan to Father Peter 
J. O' Callaghan. 

The priest was so affected by the scene that 
he scarcely could speak. 

“There is none more Christlike than he 
who, innocent of any wrong, is led to the 
scaffold to death,” he said at last. This 
man here with us—our brother—we feel is 
innocent. God forbid that he be sacrificed.”’ 

He could say no more. After hesitating 
a few moments he seated himself, and Ander- 
son, the murderer, shook his hands without 
speaking. Then Peter Muchowski, a bur- 
giar, stepped forward and seized Billik’s 
hand. 

% Boys, we all know this fellow too well 
to think he would murder anybody,” he 
said. “ We've all had our troubles. We 
know how it goes with a man that’s down 
and we can sympathize with the fellow that’s 
getting the hard knocks, 

„It's all the harder, though, when you 
know you're getting a raw deal. They're 
doing a good man wrong here and we must 
help him out it there is anything we can do. 
Let's all pray that our friend Herman won't 
that they won't use that platform they're 
bullding out there.” * 


Shudder at Mention: of Scaffold. 

The mere mention of the scaffold, which 
all the prisoners had seen being constructed 
at the far end of the dark corridor of the 
jail during the dey sent a cold shudder 
through the men and caused a fresh burst 
of tears from the children grouped about 
Billik. 

Then Jaller Davies, who, although ex- 
pressing his confidence in the innocence of 
Billik, had officially superintended the work 
of construction of the scaffoia, offered up 
a prayer thet Bui “ might be delivered 
from his trotibles.” Prisoners appeared to 
forget for the moment that Davies was their 
keeper and clambered up on the platform be- 
side him to thank bim for his remarka. 

By this time several voices called for lt tie 
Edna, the convicted man’s child who had 
clung so closely to him through all his trou- 
bles. They had learned that she had written 
a letter to Gov. Deneen's daughter, Frances, 
and they wanted to see her. 

So Billik tenderly lifted the child to the 
platform and upon a table. Holding her 
band, he told her to peak to the men. 


Billik’e Child Speaks. 
“They're not going to kill my papa,” she 
| began. “ They han But she could | 


get no further. Tears filled her eyes and 
she choked over the next words. 

„J guess it’s time for the little girl to go 
to bed,“ said Billik as he lifted her to the 
floor. 

Thie was understood to be a dismissal) and 
the prisoners filed one by one through the 
narrow passageway leading to the chapel as 
they shook hands first with Billik, then with 
hie wife, and then each of the children, 


Appeal to Gov. Deneen. .

Father O'Callaghan bases his appeal on

1,000 SAILORS. DESERT FLEET.

COL. II I. FINERTY DEAD 


Irish Patriot and Orator Expires 


at Early Hour This Morning. 


John F. Finerty, editor of the Chicago 
Citizen, for many years prominent as a 
newspaper man, lecturer, and Irish patriot, 


died at his residence, 3562 Grand boulevard, 


at 12:40 o’clock this morning, at the age of 
@ years. His wife and two children were 
at his bedside when the end came. The 
patient had been unconscious practically 
since midnight on Monday. 

Col. Finerty’s iliness was a long and try- 
ing one. He was taken ill six months ago 
with a serious ailment of the liver, which 
speedily brought him to his bed. And then, 
with the exception of a few hopeful rallies, 
he grew steadily worse. 


Forced to Leave Treland. 


Col. Finerty was born in Ireland in 184. 
While still a youth he joined the Irish revo- 


lutionary movement and through his activi- 
ties in that cause was forced to leave his 


native land. Arriving in the United States 


in 1864, he enlisted in a New York volunteer 
regiment and remained with it until the end 
of the civil war. 

He came to Chicago in 1886 and began his 
newspaper career first as an oceasional 
writer. He obtained a permanent position 
on the Republican in 1868. He accompanied 
the two Fenian demonstrations Against 
Canadian frontier. He became city editor 
of the Republican tn 1871 and held that pos- 
tion at the time of the Chicago fire. 

Later he was on the staff of Tun TRIBUNE. 
He joined the staff of the Chicago Times in 
1875. In the service of that paper he was. 
assigned in May, 1876, tao accompany the 
command of Gen. Crook in the expedition 


against the hostile Sioux and Cheyenne In- 


dians. In that memorable campaign Mr. 
Finerty was in most of the fights and re- 
ceived special mention by Gen. Crook in 
orders for courageous conduct on the field, 
especially in connection with the “ Sibley 
Scout, a famous figure of that day. 


Makes Tour of Mexico. 


In 1877 Mr. Finerty wrote an account of the 
troubles on the Rio Grande frontier from per- 
sonal observations made on both the Texan 
and Mexican sides of the river. He made an 
extensive tour of old Mexico in 1878-T9, trav- 
eling on horseback or by buckboard from 
the City of Mexico to El Paso del Norte. 
The * Boomer” troubles on the Canadian 


river took him to Indian territory in the 


spring of 1879. 
In July of that year he joined Gen. Miles’ 


campaign against the Sioux in northern Mon- 
tana. 
visited the hostile camps of Sitting Bull 
and Rain-in-the-Face in the Woody moun- 
tains, across the Canadian border. In Oc- 
tober of that year he was with Gen. Mer- 
ritt's forces, which went to punish the Utes, 


who, in the wilds of Colorado, had murdered’ 


Indian Agent Meeker and repulsed and killed 
Maj. Thornburgh. 


Starts the Chicago Citizen. 

Mr. Finerty founded the Chicago Citizen in 
1882. In the same year he was elected to 
congress, where he ardently supported the 
new. navy and coast fortification bills. He 
was a warm supporter of James G. Blame 
for the presidency in 1884. 

Always noted for his devotion to the cause 
of Irish liberty, Mr. Pinerty-materially aided 
Parnell in his struggle for Irish autonomy. 
He was in sympathy with the cause of hu- 

man Uberty wherever it called his attention. 

2 Dunne appointed Mr. Finerty a 
member of the board of local improvements, 

a position he held to the end. Mayor Busse 
eee him. 

Mr. Winerty left a widow who, before her 
marriage, was Mies Sadie Hernessy, and two 
adult children—John F. Finerty Jr., assistant

“last ditch’ program that they are willing 
to be found in active candidacy at the last 
moment. ; 

A suggestion that efforts be made by disin 
terested republicans to withdraw the other 
candidates and make the nomination of Taft 
one by acclamation was not received with 
favor by the Taft managers, and the rivais 
announced themselves covetous of the honor 
ef being defeated.

Thirty-six More for Taft. 

The day’s labors of the national committee 
tn the hearing of contests seated thirty-six 
delegates—all for Taft. The Louisiana case, 
which had been left over from Monday to 
allow the compromise plan to be worked out, 
was the first called up. 

Chairman Harry S. New, who had worked 
out. the details of the settlement scheme, 
gave the chair to Senator Lodge in order to 
be able to work his proposition through from 
the floor. He offered a resolution which stip- 
ulated for the reorganization of the Louis- 
jana party, providing for the seating of both 
the Warmoth and the Cohen delegates with 
a half vote each, under the following condi- 
tions: 

This decision is to carry with it the rec- 
ognition of neither of the existing state com- 
mittees. 

It is provided that a committee to be 
composed of the chairman, secretary, and one 
member of the incoming national committee 
be empowered to formulate a plan for the 
thorough reorganization of the party 
throughout the state. 

“It is agreed that the chairman of the in- 
coming national committee shall be em- 
powered to appoint the member of the na- 
tional committee who is to represent the 
state of Louisiana.” 


Plan Drawn Up by New. 

This plan had been drawn up entirely by 
New and its provisions were not known with 
any definiteness to Hitchcock and the Taft 
managers until it had been presented to the 
committee. Cohen had agreed to it, but War- 
moth and a majority of the lily white dele- 
gates were protesting against what they 
called a determination of the case before they 
bad heard the arguments. Pearl Wight, 
knowing that the unwritten agreement car- 
ried the stipulation that he should be the 
national committeeman to be appointed to 
represent Louisiana under the agreement, 
was not following his associate, ex-Gov.

~- MeHerg had spoken exactly as he thought 
and that he was attempting to browbeat the 
committee. Later Mr. McHarg, in address- 
ing the committee, offered an apology, saying 
that he had spoken merely as counsel and 
not for the secretary of war. 


First Division of Committee.

\ ‘The national platform of the republican 

party to be adopted at the convention next 
week will indorse the Roosevelt policies and 
will be accepted by all factions of the party 
without protest.

James 
Minnis and Jeptha O. Howe, the chairman of 
the St. Louls city committee, represented the 
Taft delegates, and F. C. Bryan, general 
counsel for the “ allies,” and H. K. Wagner 
represented the Hughes men. 

Bryan and Wagner asserted before the 
committee that when the district convention 
was held at Cherokee gardens the temporary 
roll was approved by a vote of 67 to 45, and 
that both factions had united in preliminary 
committee work, but that on a recess being 
taken for lunch the forty-five Taft delegates 
went back into session, held a convention, in- 
structed delegates for Taft, and adjourned, 
leaving the majority in the convention to 
meet afterwards and do the work of the reg 
ular convention. ; 

The attorneys for the Taft interests se- 
cured an admission from their opponents 
that none of the forty-five Taft delegates 
was contested and then explained that over. 
twenty of the anti-Taft delegates were pro- 
tested, and that it was with the aid of these 
contested delegates that an anti-Taft ma- 
jority had been secured.

„ Personaly,” said Mr. McKinley, “I am 
heartily in favor of the proposition to ap- 
portion the representation m national con- 
ventions according to the vote cast for the 
republican candidate. There is no reason 
why the proportionate system of representa- 
tion should be followed in my congressional 
district, for instance, and not In the national 
convention. , It furnishes an incentive for 
bringing out the republican vote and the 
states and districts which elect the president 
ought to be in a position to dictate the nomi- 
nation. 

My position in this matter has no refer- 
ence whatsoever to the contest which the 
national committee has been engaged in set- 
tling. It is a general principle and we ought 
to have the courage right here and now to 
adopt it. It is the only way in which we 
éan escape unpleasant contests from the 
southern states year after year. 


Unfair to Northern States. 


“I would like to see the negroes given a 
right to vote the same as every white man 
but it is not fair to northern republicans to 
make the south the battleground for every 
national convention, and to force candidates 
to deal with small coteries of republicans who 
are temporarily endowed with a political 
strength entirely out of proportion to their 
voting capacity. 

“ The adoption of such a rule of representa- 
tion would not affect the rights of the negroes 
in the northern states, where all are allowed 
to vote. On the contrary, it would give them 
more power than they now have, because it 
would increase the representation from 
places like Chicago, Philadelphia, New York. 
and Baltimore, where the negro element is 
The matter is one of 
simple justice to the rank and file of the 
party, and I do not see that we shall ever 
have a better time than the present to make a 
settlement of it.”

Meeting Announced to Be Held 
in Zion. Temple Prevented. 


FORBIDDEN BY NEW PASTOR. 


„Black and Tans“ Pour Out Wrath at 
Anti-Taft Headquarters. 


The usual nightly torrent of Roosevelt-Taft 
denunciation from the lips of the discomfited 
sympathizers with the “black and tans” 
came near being prevented last evening by 
what the radicals termed a connivance of 
their opponents. 

When the massmeeting that was to pro- 
test against lily whitism intimidation ”’ gath- 
ered at Dearborn and Thirty-eighth streets 
it was found that the doors of the Zion Afri- 
can Methodist church were tightly bolted to 
prevent the invasion of its sanctity by the 
sound of turbulent politics. a 

After repeated futile efrorts to obtain pos- 
session of the premises a procession was 
started for the anti-Taft headquarters at 
State and Thirty-second streets, where, while 
the two small rooms were crowded with en- 
thusiastic black men, the flood that had been 
dammed only temporarily was turned loose 
apparently with increased force. 

Barred Out by New Pastor. 

The mixup as to the meeting place was due 
to the fact that Zion church recently changed 
pastors. The invitation to the visitors was 
extended by the Rev. J. D. W. Jones, who as- 
sured them that they were welcome to the 
entire building. When the first delegation 
arrived there was no sign of activity about 
the place except for a light burning in a rear 


corner. | 
A crowd of 300 had gathered before this 


licht was investigated and then it was found 


by Chairman W. A. Sinclair that the Rev. 
J. B. Colbert was holding the fort. Mr. 
Jones’ pastorate expired on the night that he 
invited the politicians to hold forth from his 
pulpit and the next morning his successor 
session.

NEGRO DELEGATES NEAR FIGHT. 
After Being Parted, Prof. Dan“ 
Gary Explains That They. Were 
“Jest Passin’ the Lie.“ 


The behavior of the southern delegates to 
the convention who waited outside the door 
of the national republican committee room 
at the Coliseum annex yesterday was right 
pert and smart,” to adopt the phraseology of 
a Missourian. 

About 2 o’clock, when things were looking 
dull Prof. Dan Gary of Brookhaven, 
Miss.. carried out his threat to mix with 
somebody distasteful to him by prancing 
pugilistically before W. E. Mollison, another 
colored politician from Missiasippi. David K. 
David, a Chicago negro, seeing a scandal in 
negro political circles imminent, stepped be- 
tween the belligerents and stopped them from 
„ making passes at each other with their 
fists. Then two policemen came and gently 
led the professor and his opponent to seats 
at the opposite side of the room, 

„'n whup him,” asserted the professor, 
whois on the faculty of a negro college. III 
whup him if it costs me 85.“ 

Then he explained the difference in opin- 
ion to this extent: 

“It wasn't really a fight. We were jest 
passin’ the lie.“ 

“The Man with the Voice.“ 

John R. Malloy, who is slated for the gen- 
eral secretaryship of the convention, ere- 
ated almost as much excitement among 
strangers as did Prot. Gary when he an- 


‘nounced the bulletins from the committee 


room. His voice rumbled and echoed like 
a thunder storm in a western canon. 

There are several politicians who elaim 
the title of the man with the voice, but 
it now appears that for this year at least 
Mr. Malloy is to receive the official certifi- 
cate. It will be his duty to make his voice 
heard all over the Coliseum, which is a task 
equal to talking to a crowd the length of &@ 
city block. | 

Mr. Malloy literally has a voice that can 
be heard a block.“ He has had about fourteen 
years’ experience in speaking to large as- 
semblies. For that length of time he has 
been secretary of the Ohio republican com- 
mittee. For six years he served as clerk of 


the Ohio house of representatives, and for 


another six years in the same house in a 
slightly less important position which re- 
quired the same abilities. He was chief as- 
sistant general secretary of the national 
conventions in Philadelphia in 1900 and in 
Chicago in 1904. At the convention in St. 
Louis in 1896 he was reading clerk. Mr. Mal- 
loy’s chief assistant this year will de L. B. 
Gleason of New Tork. 


Roosevelt and the Negro. 

Representative Henry Sherman Boutell of 
Chicago, who will speak in the convention, 
has optained some records of President 
Roosevelt's attitude toward negroes of the 
gouth at the convention in 1884. 

“Mr. Roosevelt made two brief speeches 
in that convention,“ said Mr. Boutell. One 
of them was for the purpose of seconding 
the nomination of @ negro named Lynch of 
Mississippi, who was & candidate for per- 
manent chairman of the convention. In the 
other speech Mr. Roosevelt inquired with 
considerable solicitation what had become 
of a minority report from the committee 
on organization on the question of cutting 
down the representation of the southern 
states in the convention.” This historical 
fact will be utilized by the proponents of 
the renewed movement to reduce the south- 
ern delegates from 240 to 80 in the next con- 
vention.

Secretary Remains at. Washing- 
ton in Touch with Chicago. 


WILL NOT TOUCH PLATFORM. 


Intimates as Much to Merchants Who 
Ask Indorsement of Plank. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Taft was in close communication 
with Chicago during most of today. He kept 
close to his office, where he has a long dis- 


tance telephone, which enables his hench- 


men in the convention city to get in almost 
instant touch with him. Besides numerous 
telephone messages from the Chicago con- 
tingent the secretary received several tele- 
grams. He stated late in the afternoon that 
he was quite conversant with all that was 
going on there and considered that things 
were moving satisfactorily. Mr. Taft, how- 
ever, had little to give out concerning the 
inside situation, merely stating that the 
compromise effected between the Taft and 
anti-Taft delegations from Louisiana where- 
by the members of both delegations will be 
seated and given half a vote each, was quite 
satisfactory. 


Taft in Close Touch. 


Mr. Taft will continue to remain in his 
Office as much as possible each day during 
the settlement of the contests so as to be 
in touch with his Chicago representatives. 
During the convention he will be supplied 
with news of whatever transpires over the 
long distance telephone. Arrangements are 
being made to improve the telephone con- 
nections in the secretary's office by the in- 
stallation of a new receiver and booth, which 
will relieve him from the embarrassment 
connected with receiving calle while visitors 
are in his inner office and will permit him 
at any moment to discuss freely and pri- 
vately with Hitchcock any phases of the con- 
test that may come up. 


Merchants Urge Financial Planks. 


Committees representig the Merchants’ ae- 
sociation of New York and the Trade league 
of Philadelphia called upon Secretary Taft 
this afternoon for the purpose of urging upon 
him as a presidential candidate the necessity 
of the adoption of a plank in the republican 
platform pledging the republican party to 
theestablishment of a sound financial and true 
credit currency system. Secretary Taft re- 
ceived the committees mainly as a matter of 
courtesy and represented to them that he was 
really having little to do with the platform 
to be adopted at Chicago. There was a gen- 
eral interchange of views in regard to exist- 
ing currency conditions and also a discussion 
of the new emergency currency law just 
passed® The committees presented Secretary 
Taft with a copy of resolutions recently 
adopted by both bodies, wherein is urged 
upon the prospective presidential candidates 
of both political parties and upon both na- 
tional political conventions the adoption of 
the following planks, which the associations 
assert will guarantee to the people of the 
country a sound financial system: 

First—We pledge ourselves to establish such a 
financial system as will protect the United States 
treasury against the danger of assault and the 
peril of repudiation, the government being limited 
to its constitutional functions of coining money 
and regulating the value thereof and of collecting 
and disbursing its revenues. 

Second—We pledge ourselves to establish a true 
eredit currency system which will enable the 
farmer, producer, manufacturer, and merchant to 
convert through the agency of che banks their 
commodities into currency redeemable by the 


banks in gold coin. 


New Currency Law Enough. 


Secretary Taft expressed to the members of 
the committees his belief that the Aldrich- 
Vreeland currency bill, which wag recently 
passed by congress, will meet the needs of 
the country until the commission authorized 
in the law can get to work and devise some- 
thing of more permanent nature in the line of 
a currency system. He said the Aldrich- 
Vreeland law was only intended as an emer- 
gency and temporary measure and that while 
too much should.not be expected of it, it 
would, no doubt, meet the needs of the coun- 
try successfully until congress should find it 
convenient to act upon a permanent measure. 
He, of course, could give the visitors no as- 
surance concerning the adoption in the plat- 
form of the planks they desired. 


Gov. Guild Is Modest. 

Gov. Guild of Massachusetts lent tone to 
the dull political atmosphere of Washington 
by arriving here today. He announced that 
he came on business eonnected with the 
erection of a new amphitheater at the Na- 
tional cemetery, and not simply for the pur- 
pose of promoting his interests regarding 
the vice presidential candidacy. He pro-

New York. June 9.—[Special.]—Raymond 
Hitchcock, the actor, today told the jury 
which is to decide whether he attempted to 
assault Helen von Hagen that the reason 
he took Helen and Elsie Voecks, another 
young girl, to the house in West Forty-first 
street was to warn them because they were 
circulating stories about him and a friend“ 
that were scandalous, that if they told the 
truth it would be plain that he had never 
wronged either of them and he feared an at- 
tempt. would be made to blackmail him. He 
had heard these stories, he said, after a trip 
to the west, but the girls denied they had 
ever accused him of wrongdbing. 

Actor Makes Good Witness. 

It was the only time Helen von Hagen had 
deen to the house, he said. She never had 
been there with Flora Whiston. It was un- 
true that he ever had illicit relations with 
either Helen or Elsie Voecks. He had taken 
them for an autemobile ride to his home at 
Great Neck, but he understood they had their 
parents’ consent. There were few discrepan- 
cies in his story, and as he was not hurt by 
cross-examination, the general impression 
Was that he had made a good witness. 

Hitchcock slid into the witness che tr. 
crossed his legs, and in his best “‘ Yankee 
Consul manner and voice, told his story. 
He was nervous at fifst, But soon became at 
ease. At times he dropped his voice so low 
that the stenographer had to ask him to re- 
peat the answer. His: wife, who testiged in 
his behalf at the close of the session, played 
a better speaking part. Her testimony was 
to the effect that Hitchcock couldn't have 
been with the girls at the times they have 
gaid he was. 

Elsie Voecks Corroborates. 

Hitchcock went on the stand after Elsie 
Voecks had corroborated Helen von Hagen 
as to Wat happened in the Forty-first street 
house. She became tired under a two hours’ 
cross examination by Max Steuer, Hitch- 
cock’s counsel, but she stuck te her story. She 
says she is 14, but she looks older. 

Hitchcock said that he was born in Au- 
burn, N. T., and that he was a shoe sales~- 
man until he was 19. For a time he worked in 
a Philadelphia department store and then he 
joined the Carleton. Opera company. That 
was in 1890, and he bought his house at Great

Some time in the afternoon he saw Helen 
von Hagen and Elsie Voecks hanging around 
the Lambs club.

He told 
them to run away, which they didn’t do, and 
then he told them to meet him that night at 
Forty-first street and Sixth avenue. After 
he made this arrangement with the girls he 
sent the valet to the Forty-first street house 
and told him to be present when he brought 
the girls there. 

Valet Hides Behind Curtain. 


Hitchcock met Helen and Elsie and took 
them to the house. The valet was there, 

hidden behind a curtain, he said. The gas 
was lighted and the room was not dark, as 
the girls have testified. He told them about 
the stories he had heard, He testified: 

asked them why they had circulatea 
these stories about me. I told them that I 
had only treated them as children, that they 
knew it, and that I always had been kind 
to them. I told them that if they told the 
truth about what happened on the automobile 
ride and at my house nobody would be 
harmed.” 

Hitchcock swore that the girls 
they had never told any 2 —— 
him and that they never had said he had 
harmed them, They were in the house about 
twenty-five minutes The valet heard every. 

He told the girls that 
he suspected blackmail, but they said they 
knew of no such scheme.

steady hand of a madman. Insane in his 
love for her, he first saved her from death 
by her own hand that she might die by his 
and that he might end his life at her feet. 

The tragedy of the Corletts ig a long one, 
with jealousy written on every page. They 
were married nearly twenty years ago. It 
was an elopement. He was a member of one 
of Cleveland’s old and respected families, 
with his mind absorbed in business. She 
was only 16, a sentimental, romantic school- 
girl. 

. Lived Happily Only Few Months, 

Mrs. Corlett was known before her mar- 
riage as Alyce Sheldon. She was adopted 
when 5 weeks old by Mr. and Mrs. Simeon 
Sheldon. Sheldon was amillionaire. The in- 
fatuation of the man for the girl was a 
strange one, but Corlett cared nothing for the 
excitement of life to which she had been ac- 
customed and they lived happily only a few 
months. N 

Five years ago the Corletts moved to the 
Kingsley hotel in the village of Willoughby. 
Life there was even drearier than it had been 
before and at last she threw off restraint and 
began making secret visits to Cleveland. Cor- 
lett heard of the trips and often reproved her. 
They had many quarrels that were heard by 
other guests in the hotel. On Saturday he 
accused her of having been a member of a 
{-dinner party in a Cleveland café on Friday. 
On Sunday, while on the hotel veranda she 
waved a farewell to some passenger on a 
street car and the usual quarrel followed. 


Aided in Saving Her Life. 


Corlett went to his work in Cleveland on 
Monday as usual, but returned home without 
warning, and, contrary to his custom, in the 
middie of the afternoon, He again brought up 
the subject of the dinner party, and they had 
another long quarrel. When it was at its 
height Mrs. Corlett took corrosive sublimate, 
and Corlett rushed from the hotel for a 
physician. She fought him off, protesting 
that she did not want to live. Corlett helped 
the physician hold his wife, and between 
them her life was saved. :

Robert Cavalier, Esquire, Sieur de La Salle, 
Seigneur and Gouvenor of Fort Frontenac in New 
France—Considering the great dangers and con- 
tinwal perils in which the voyages I undertake en- 
gage me, and wishing to acknowledge as much as 
I am able the great obligations which I owe to M. 
Francois Plet, my cousin, for the signal services 
which he has rendered to me in my most pressing 
necessities, and because it is through his assistance 
that I have preserved to this time Fort Frontenac 
against the efforts which were made to deprive me 
of it, I have given, granted, and transferred, and 
give, grant, and transfer these presents to the said 
M. Plet in case of my death: 


All His Lands and Rights. 


The seigniory and property of the ground and 
limits of the said Fort Frontenac and its depending 
lands and all my rights in the country of the 
Miamis, Ulinois and others to the south, together 
with the establishment which fs in the country 
of the Miamis, in the condition which it shall be at 
the time of my death, of the Niagara and all the 
others which I may have founded there, together 
with all barges, boats and great boats, movable 
and immovables, rights and privileges, rents, 
lands, buildings and other things belonging to me 
which shall be found there; willing these preg- 
ents, for my testament and declaration in the 
manner in which I ought to make it, such being 
my last will as above, written by my hand and 
signed by my hand after having read it and again 
read it. 

Made at Montreal the llth day of August, 1681. 

CAVALIER DE LA SALLE. _

ALLEGED ATTACK ON CHILD 


FIND BAD BYES IN SCHOOLS 


Doctors Beginning Examinations 
of Children Startled. 


BLAME CITY WIND AND DUST. 
New System of Government Being In- 
stalled in John Worthy. 


Health Commissioner W. A. Evans expects 
that some startling facts will come tolight 
when the reports of the medical inspectors 
who are examining pupils in the various 
schools are turned in officially. 

„The blanks for these reports will not be 
ready for several days. Unofficially, how- 
ever, several of the physicians have told Dr. 
Evans what they have found in the first two 
days of the work. 

Among ten pupils examined yesterday at 
the .Brainard school, Washburne and Hoyne 
avenues, Dr. C. Culbertson, who conducted 
the examination, found one child who could 
not read letters one inch high at a distance 
of six feet. one suffering from a contagious 
disease of the eyelids, two suffering from 
adenoid growths, and one afflicted with 
goiter. 

“Five out of ten is rather a startling pro- 
portion,” said Dr. Evans. “Of course we 
don’t expect that this will be maintained, 
but as a starter that examination is impres- 
sive, to say the least.“ 

Other inspectors reported that eye troubles, 
due to the excessive Chicago wind and dust, 
are found to exist in Chicago in greater pro- 
portion than in almost any other city. 

Twenty-five more physicians will begin 
the work at twenty-five of the city schools 


who are to conduct the examinations will be 
put to work within a few days,

Now Barrier Six to Nine Feet High 
and Canines Are Added.

PROHIBITION LAW IS HIT. 


Trustees’ Report at Milwaukee 
Meet Says Act Doesn’t 
Stop Evil. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 9.—[Speciai. }—Mem- 


bers of the United States Brewers associa- } 


tion tonight are speculating on the nature 
of the report the committee on resolutions 
appointed at the opening session of the con- 
vention this morning will make. 

The committee began its work at 5:30 p. m. 
and will not finish before tomorrow morn- 
ing. Former President John Gardner of 

Philadelphia says he does not expect an elab- 
orate report, but believes the attitude of the 
brewers toward prohibition, the Anti-Saloon 
league, local option, and low class saloons 
will be clearly stated, 

Otto Huber, a Rock Island, II., brewer, 
Started the ball to rolling in the convention 
on the question of bad saloons by introducing 
a resolution saying the laws intended to 
** regulate the saloons are inadequate, some 
being too lenient and some too severe, re- 
guking in either case in lax enforcement 
and in a deplorable increase in the number 


of saloons, too often with the financial as- } 


sistance of brewers.” 
Keen Competition One Fault. 


This excessive competition, says the reso- 
fution, has induced such pernicious condi- 
tions as to arouse the wave of prohibition sen- 
: timent sweeping the country. 

Practical reform of the saloon business, 
the resolution declares, is one of the most 
eerious and difficult of all social and eco- 
nomic problems, requiring for its solution 
the earnest and fair minded codperation of 
the public as well as of the civil aythorities 
and men interested in the business. 

It is asserted that the relation of ithe 
brewer to the saloon business.is generally 
misunderstood. The resolution provides: 

“That the United States Brewers’ asso- 
elation strdnaly disapproves of the vicious 
features of the saloon business and looks 
with favor on true and practical reform as 
in harmony with the business interests of 
the substantial Brewerp ot the country. 

“That this association advises its mem- 
bers to codperate in removing the objection- 
able features of the saloon, and in establish- 
ing the business on the substantial basis it 
deserves. 

“Theat these resolutions be published as 
widely as possible, in order that the public 
may know the brewers stand ready to, and 
ean afford to, codperate in every proper man- 
mer for the improvement of the saloon busi- 
ness, belleving as they do that an indecent 
galoon is the brewers’ worst foe.” 

One member opposed the motion that the 
Huber resolution be referred to the commit- 
tee on resolutions, saying he was against 
adopting any attitude suggestive of catering 
to the plans of the enemy. 


Against Catering to Enemy. 

He favored a fight in the open and said it 
would not do for the brewers to admit, upon 
going into battle, in the slightest degree they 
ever had countenanced dives and could put 
them out of business as suggested by the 


resolution. 
The motion to refer to the resolutions com- 


mittee was adopted and it is believed that 


committee will adopt in part the suggestions | 


made. 

President Liebmann appointed a committee 
on appropriations, which has taken up the 
question of money to be raised by assessment 
to wage war on prohfbition. Sentiment on 
this question is favorable to a large amount, 
and there is no doubt around headquarters 
that the brewers will respond freely to any 
call for contributions, no matter how much.

Liebmann Tells How to Reform. 


On this queStion he interested the brewers 
by dtoting from a statement of Justice 

rewer of the Supreme court of the United 

tates that brewers can collect damages in 
every state in which their business has been 
destroyed as the result of prohibition and 
local option. : 

President Liebmann declared many saloons 
are run in a disgraceful fashion, that they 
should be divorced from the social evil, 
should not be used fot gambling purposes, 
and that the sale of liquor to children be 
proscribed. 

H. B. Schramm of Brooklyn, N. T., pro- 
posed to the convention that he executive 
committee of the association take up the 
question upon which Justice Brewer had

FINDS FOR. DRAINAGE BOARD 


Master in Chancery Holds Front- 
age Consent Law Invalid. 


MAY. STRING WIRES IN CITY. 


Judge Carpenter Is expected to Dis- 
miss Injunction Suit. 


Free entrance into Chicago for the electric 
light and power of the sanitary district, it is 
believed, practically was guaranteed yester- 
day in an opinion given by Master in Chan- 
cery Sigmund Zeisler. 

The master recommends that injunction 
proceedings brought by the Grant Land as- 
sociation to stop the stringing of light wires 
by the board, unless frontage consents should 
be obtained, be dismissed for want of equl- 
ty.“ 

The grounds for the recommendation are 
that the sanitary district, having secured 
general consent from the state for the use of 
ighways in which to place {ts lines, need not 
apply to munictpalities—specifically, to the 
town of Cicero—for permission, and that the 
frontage consent law ia unconstitutional and 
illegal as applied to electric light wires. 

The opinion also denies the contention of 
the petitioners that the drainage board has 
no right to gell electricity to the Forest Park 
Amusement company because the park is not 
“ within or adjacent to the Sanitary dis- 


trict." | 
Approval by Court Expected. 

„No cause having been shown, in my opin- 
ion, why the relief prayed for should be 
granted,” concluded Master Zeisler, *‘ I reo- 
ommend that the bill of complaint de dis- 
missed for want of equity.” ’ 

Affirmation of the opinfon by Judge Car- 
penter, to whom it is submitted, is regarded 


as assured. 
„The frontage bill,“ said Secretary Shelby 


M. Singleton of the Citizens’ association, 


was in 1897 by the same legislature 
that put through the Allen bill and the gas 
At that time it was seen 
that there would be a lot of power for’ the 
ganitary district to market, and to prevent 
its coming into Chicago @ bin was passed 
making frontage consents imperative for 
electric light wires, although it did not affect 
telephone, fire alarm, or similar wires at all. 
The sanitary district should be in a position 
now to go ahead and furnieh the power, pro- 
viding the opinion is sustained. 


Calls It Victory for People. 

Attorney John C. Williams of the sanitary 
district said the decision would “ relieve the 
district of much embarrasement in disposing 
of ite electrical energy. 

„1 think the taxpayers are to be congrat- 
ulated upon having the issues settled at this 
time and in their favor,“ he said, and in 


having the frontage consent act, which was 


a vicious piece of legislation, declared in- 
valid. 

“TI may say that the city was not so keen 
as has been suggested about testing this 
thing out. Mayor Busse, in saying that we 
refused to make a test case, is in error. We 
notified the corporation counsel's office a 
year ago that if the city would arrest some 
of our men we would be glad to make a test 
case and have the frontage question decided. 
The city did nothing, and we went ahead and 
erected our poles.” 


JURY AWARDS WOMAN $50,000. 


Singer Sewing Machine Company Loses 
Suit for Damages Brought by 
Mrs. Emma Gallagher. 


Mrs. Emma Gallagher yesterday wis 
awarded $50,000 damages against the Singer 
Sewing Machine company by a jury in Judge 
Wright's court. She brought the suit June 
11, 1907, a week after, she declares, the de- 
fendant company caused a notice charging 
her with forgery to be printed. 

The plaintiff told the jury that the printed 
statement was false and that it was pub- 
lished only to injure her reputation and 
standing. She asserted that after she had 
had some difficulty with the sewing machine 
company she was harassed and interfered 
with in her work. 

The jury was out but a short time. The de- 
fendant company entered a motion fora new 
trial, which will be heard later.

There will be few people in Chicago or 


the suburbs, not financially interested, 


who will not indorse the mayor’s position 
regarding the elevated roads. Briefly, the 
city’s platform should be: 

No amendments to existing franchises 


without consolidation. 


No favors of any sort without through 
routing. 

Tun Tamm already hae warned the 
elevatéd roads thaf it would be wise for 
them to be guided by the experience of 


the surface lines. The public, which now 


only is irritable, presently will become 
angry. It is conceivable that it may be- 
come vindictive. Today the roads might 
be treated liberally; later they will get 
nothing more than stern justice. 

Their owners complain that the earn- 
ings of the elevated properties do not jus- 
tify additional investment for improved 
service. That is tommyrot. Through 
routing or consolidation will reduce oper- 
ating expense and increase earnings. Ob- 
viously it will then be easier to finance 
improvements. 

The roads have got to fish or cut bait. 
They must choose between serving. the 
public and fighting the public. They can 
be pirates or public servants. The mayor 
is prepared to take up cudgels in the pub- 
lic’s behalf. 


~ BIG CROPS IN SIGHT. 


No sign of returning prosperity is more 
hopeful than that furnished by the govr- 
ernment report on crop conditions. These 


LEM | LEM | are busy days for the farmers. They are 


harvesting their grain with smiling faces. 
The prospects are for larger crops than 
those of 1907. What is better, when com- 


} parisons are made with the average for 


ten years 1908, like Abou Ben Adhem, 
leads all the rest. 

There are 734,000,000 bushels of wheat 
in sight. That beats 1907 by 100,000,000 
bushels. Indications point to the ener- 
mous total of 1,056,000,000 bushels of 
oats. Such a yield will not only exceed 
that of a year ago by more than 300,000, 
000 bushels, but it will be the largest 


1 crop of oats ever harvested in the United 


States. When one talks of.a billion 
bushels of a particular grain the amount 
is so large as not to be readily compre- 
hended. The only thing to do is to be 
happy in the knowledge that it is the 
greatest yield in history. 


Rain, floods, and bugs have been re- 


ported as doing damage to crop pros- 
pects, But the returns of the reapers 
are expected to show that- nature has 
been generous in the.extreme despite the 
visitations of unfriendly agencies work- 
ing destruction. The farmers are to be 
congratulated on the -bright outlook be- 
fore them. 

The presidential campaign will have its 
retarding effect upon business conditions. 
Full restoration of prosperity may not 
come until after the votes are counted 
out in November. But the tremendous 
crops are sure to bring more eontentment, 
more movement of cars, more income to 
the railroads, more business for the mer- 
chant, more settlement of mortgage in- 
debtedness, and an easier condition of 
affairs generally. For these reasons the 
farmers are not the only ones to be con- 
gratulated. The crop reports mean bet- 
ter times for every one. 


THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION. 

President Roosevelt has named “he 
members of the national conservation com- 
mission which is to consider and advise 
with him concerning questions affecting 
the preservation and development of the 
natural resources of the country. The 


| forty-eight gentlemen he has selected rep- 


resent all parts of the United States and 
the various interests involved in this mat- 
ter of such great moment to the future 
prosperity of the land. ‘ 

The personnel of the commission is ex- 
cepiional. There are representatives of 
the senate and the house, the interior de- 
partment ak a whole, the bureau of soils, 
the reclamation and forestry services, the 
bureau of corporations, the army, the 
geological survey, the National Council 
of Commerce, the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, the schools of forestry, 
and the body of interested citizens from 
whom have been selected men quickly 
recognized as leaders of life. 7 

The members are grouped 
| classes, representing waters, forests, lands, 
and minerals. A strong executive com- 
mittee is headed by Gifford Pinchot. An 
examination of the list of members is all 
that is needed to convince one that defi- 
| nite ‘accomplishments are likely to follow 
ade coming months. 

To insure success there must be cordial 
cobpera tion on the part of state authori- 
ties. To this end an attempt will be made 
i to secure the appointment of state com- 
missions, such a plan having been favored 
at the conference of governors recently 
held at the White house.

more effective. One appeals to the hon- 
esty of human nature, which has been 
sorely tried by exposure of graft in high 
places; the other tells of possible future 
outlays for the good of the city without an 
overburdening of the taxpayers. 
a constant reminder of thefts which have 
scandalized even graft ridden Manhattan, 
The other looks ahead to improved con- 
ditions in whose advantages all will share. 
But the uplift in New York does not 
stop when the nickels are safely deposited 
in the company’s strong box. Patrons are 
yreed not to spit on the floor, not to throw 
rubbish or filth on the floor, and not to 
let anybody else do these things.

The papers have a curious story. It seems 
that when Queen Caroline Bonaparte, the 
widow of King Joachim, died in Fiorence in 
May, 1839, under the name of Countess 
Lipona, her sons and heirs, Achille and Lu- 
cien Murat, were in America. In her apart- 
ments were found numerous cases filled with 
papers, and these were at once placed under 
seal by the executors of her will. It was not 
until 1856 that the late Prince Lucien Murat 
took possession of the cases, but he made 
no attempt to examine their contents, nor 
did his son, the late Joachim Murat, and it 
remained for the present head of the family, 
Prince Joachim Murat, the great-grandson 
of the one time king of Naples, to have an 
inventory made of their contents by Paul le 
Brethon, one of the librariang of the Na- 
tional library of France. 

Nor did these cases of papers left by Queen 
Caroline Murat constitute the sum total of 
the correspondence now in the course of 
being revealed to the public. Four years ago 
Count Joachim Murat, a cousin of the prince, 
died at the age of 76, and by his will was 
found to have bequeathed to his kinsman 
another large batch of particuiarly confiden- 
tial papers belonging to King Murat, ana 
which had come into his hands in a curious 
way. 

It would seem that during the closing years 
of Murat's life he distrusted his consort, ap- 
parently believing her to be more devoted 
to the interests and to the policy of ner 
brother, the emperor, than to hisown. The 
result of this was that he contided all his 
most precious and most confidential papers 
during the last years of his life to his int!- 
mate friend and confidential adviser, the 
comte de Mosbourg, wkd was his minister 
of finance during the tenure of the throne 
of 2 


— 


The comte de Mosbourg, presumably in 
deference to the Instructions which he had 
received from King Joachim, never revealed 
the existence of these papers to Caroline 
after her husband’s death. But in 1844, five 
years after the death of Queen Caroline, 
M. de Mosbourg bequeathed these letters to 
Count Gaetan Murat, a nephew of the king, 
stating that in iso doing he was acting in 
accordance with the wishes of his master, 
and that the time might come when the 
documents in question would prove useful 
in clearing the memory of the king of the 
many calumnies with which it had been as- 
sailed. Count Gaetan left the boxes, un- 
opened, to his son, Count Joachim, and the 
latter in turn bequeathed them to his kins- 
man, Prince Joachim Murat, the present 
head of the family. 

As the name of the late Count Joachim 
Murat, just mentioned, will be sought for in 
vain in those pages of the Almanach de 


Gotha devoted to the Princes and Princesses: 


Murat, it may be as well to state that, 
whereas these are the descendants of Joa. 
chim Murat, king of Naples, the counts and 
countesses de Murat are the granichildren 
and great-grandchildren of his elder brother, 
Andre. King Joachim of Naples, who com- 
menced life as an ostler at a village inn, 


‘owed his throne to the grand duchy of Berg 


and of the kingdom ef Naples to his own 
prowess as a cavalry leader and to his mar- 
riage to Napoleon's sister, Caroline. 

„„ 

He- had two elder brothers, Peter and 
Andre. Peter died in 1700, leaving a daugh- 
ter, Antoinette, who was created a princess 
by the first Napoleon on the occasion of her 
marriage in 1808 at the Tullertes to the reign- 
ing Prince Charles of Hohenzollern-Sigme- 
ringen, and was the great-grandmother of 
the present prince of Hohengzdliern-sigma- 
ringen and the grandmother of King Charies 
2 Roumania and of the countess of + iah- 

ers. 

Andre Murat, the second brother or 
King Joachim, was created a count by Em- 
peror Napoleon, and had a son, Gaetan by 
name, who married the daughter of Baron 
Meneval, the one time secretary of the first 
Napoleon. The sole issue of this union was 
Count Joachim Murat, who béqueathed the 
so-called Mosbourg papers of King Murat to 
Prinee Joachim Murat. 

He was a most delightful old felitow, 
sparkling with wit, and when he accompa- 
nied the late duc de Morny to Russia to at- 
tend the coronation of Czar Alexander 11. 
made an immense hit at the theatricals 
given by the duke in honor of the Russian 
monarch by a wonderfully clever charade 
entitled A qui perd gagne (he who loses 
wins), which, in view of the fact that Rus- 
sia had a few months previously been de- 
feated in the Crimea by the French and ng- 
lish, was particulraly appropriate. He iett 
several children, his sons bearing the title 
ot Counts Murat. 


~~ 


Sir George Sitwell's accession to the liberal 
party has been a foregöne conciusion ever 
since the tast general election, wheh he found 
that his differences with the conservatives, 
for whom he had sat in five parliaments and 
fought seven costly elections, were 80 irrec- 
oncilable on the subject of tariff that he 
then and there resigned his membership ot, 
the Carlton club, the headquarterg of the 
conservative party, and severed his ‘connec- 
tion with the Yorkshire conservative associa- 
tions. Sir George's accegsion to the liberals 
derives additional importance from the fact 
that he is the owner of the Scarborougn 
Post, one of the most influential] organs of 
the Yorkshire press. Sir George is not only 
a well known sporting man but also a stu- 
dent and the author of several works of re- 
search, notably a “ Feudal History of Derby- 
shire.’ 

Lady Ida Sitwell, his wife, sister of the 
present earl of Londesborough, is renowned 
all round the Yorkshire coast as a elt 
climber of extraordinary skill and courage, 
an art acquired in the search for the eggs 
of sea birds that nest along the face of the 
dizzy cliffs of the northeastern coast of Ung- 
land. Lady Ida geems to enjey the danger 
of swinging on the face of à cliff at the end 
of a 200 foot length of rope, with perhaps 
another 800 or 400 feet of space between her 
and the storm beaten rocks below. She is 
devoted to ornithology, and her collection 
of birds and eggs is one of the most famous 


in England. Her spare time she devotes, - 


Uke her friend, Lady Colebrooke, to the 
turning of ivory and wood. 

The Sitwells are one of the oldest houses 
of Derbyshire, and Renishaw, near Chester- 
field, in Derbyshire, has been in possession 
of the family for close upon six centuries: 
while one of its ancestors, Robert Sytwett, 
is still on record as having #ubscribed largely 
towards the defense of England against the 
Spanish Armeda. The baronetcy, however, 
was only created a hundred years in 
tavot of Sir Sitwell Sitwell in the reign or 
King George III.

A little farther down the river, by whose 
side we ran, widened out and looking far 
down om the. te side I could see the 
white houses of Palos, and beyond the head- 
land of Rabida. It was a little afte? 11 
when we reached Huelva. Several British 
vessels were lying at the docks loading the 
thousand tons of ore a day that the Britons, 
the modern Phoenicians, get from the mines 
the ancient Pheenicians worked. Tou doubt- 
less remember the little town of Palos, that 
‘we studied about in United States history. 
The two rivers Odiel and Tinto flow together 
almost at the sea. The land between is flat 
and marshy except for a few rocks on which 
Huelva is bullt. The south bank of the river 
Tinto is hilly, probably not more than sixty 
feet above the river, however. It was here 
that the Pheeniclans, who overran Spain, 
made one of their principal ports. They built 
the city of Niebla, commanding the Tinto, 

fid used fo float down ores to be laden on 
Snips at Palos. 

It is strange that this same port, which 
was the gateway for eastern commerce to 
enter Spain, was that from which the ad- 
venturous Spaniards sailed to find a new 
world. In 148% Columbus, coming from 
Portugal, landed at Palos, the nearest port, 
only thirty miles from the frontier. He could 
find no lodging in the little town, and with 
his son tramped through the lonely country 
to the convent of La Rabida, three miles 
south. The good monks received him, and 
not only furnished him food and lodging for 
the night, but listened with interest to his 
exposition of geography. Most of them were 
skeptical, but the prior was convineed, and 
became Columbus’ stanchest friend. Here 
he left his son in care of the monks while he 
spent weary years endeavoring to gain the 
sovereign’s support, and it was from Palos 
that he set sail, and to Palos he returned, 
so that the convent of La Rabida was the 
last and first bit of Spain that he saw on his 
memorable ran. 


It was 11 when I reached Huelva. Hot 1s a 
mild term for the weather, I found a boat - 
man who agreed to row me to La Rabida and 
Palos in two hours, but once in full stream, 
with the noon sun beating down and reflected 
from the motionless water, with not a breath 
of air stirring, my boatman rowed but feebly. 
It took more than two hours to reach La 
Rabida, and the man refused for any money 
to go farther. 

As 1 crossed the mouth of the river I 
thought of the three ships sailing down, and 
the monks waving their hands in a lastfare- 
well to their former guest, and of the 
thoughts of Columbus when that headland 
came in sight again, when he was bringing 
back success. I had been in Granada, where 
he at last won the queen's protection. Pres- 
ently I shall be in Vallodolid, where he died; 
in Segovia, where he sought the king on his 
last return, and in Barcelona, where he was 
received on his ‘first return 

7 2 

But, alas! for all historical associations of 
La Rabida. In 1892 they set about improving 
it in preparation for a Columbian celebration 
at Huelva. Tw new piers were constructed 
where there were none. The solitary hill was 
laid out as a garden, and herein transplanted 
palm trees and flowers that yearty scorch to 
death. The convent building itself was 
made over; all interior woodwork was re- 
moved, including the tiles of the floor, and 
the roof was taken off and replaced by an- 
other. New windows were knocked in the 
wall, which, indeed, was torn down and re- 
built in spots. The result ts as nice a nine- 
teenth century building as one*can find, and 
one that Celumbus’ ghost would never recog- 
nige. In the grounds was bullt a nice little 
summer house with wooden arches, Moorish 
style, hideously painted, and in season, at 
certain hours, one can come over from Huelva 
in a little steamer, and walk up the nicely 
graded path through the garden, and think 
what Columbus missed that he didn't wait 
until today to visit La Rabida. The only 
change they have made here which is en- 
durable is that they have put up the mag - 
nificent Columbus monument, which ts con- 
splcuous for a great many miles at sea. 

As I have said, my boatman said it was too 
hot to go any farther, or even to return 
directly. Believing my guide book, I figured 
out that I could walk to San Juan by way 
of Palos and take the 4:15 train for Seville. 
The scheme Was a good one, but a little mis: 
take of four miles in the distance left me a 
good ways off at train time. 

* * 


The first mile from La Rabida the road lay 
through a grove of stone pines. They had 
been carefully cut down wherever they could 
have shaded the road, and it was warm. I 
could not think that Columbus came over 
this road when he came to the monastery, 
for it is a new thirty foot driveway, well 
graded and paved with crushed stone. It is 
dreary through this thin grove, with views 
here and there of the harbor, but not a sign 
of a house. The view at any rate was much 
what Columbus saw, and if he was not jest 
there he was thereabouts; infinite opportu- 
nities for meditation in that lonely walk! 

After a mile or so the pines ended and cul- 
tivated fields began. The air was sweet with 
wild heliotrope now, as it had been before 
with pine odors and sweet fern. I passed 
two houses, and at about three miles reached 
Palos... This town has one long street of 
whitewashed one story houses e of stone 
and mud, without glass windows, and some 
with no windows, There are two stores, and 
one hovel was labeled “Gran Teatro Com- 
co.“ There are no docks and no, ships; in 
fact, the town does not extend to the water 
I rested there 
and drank a glass of water after trying in 
vain to find a breakfast. It was now about 
half past 2 in the afternoon, and this glass 
of water was the only thing I had tasted 
all day. 
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The shadeless road grew hotter. The dust 
was not pleasant and seemed to come from 
all directions. From Palos to Moguer should 
have teen one mile according to my-guide 
book. It was more than four, and when I 
reached Moguer at 4 o'clock I found myself 
still four mfles from the railroad, with t- 
teen minutes to reach the station. Fortu- 
nately Moguer has a hotel, the Jesus house, 
and 1 found there water, a chair, and a fan, 
and some pretty children to look at while 
my breakfast, dinner, and suppér were pre- 

pared. The natives seemed much astonished 
when I told them I had walked from the 
Rabida, and repeated the statement to one 
another with many profane ejaculations. I 
did not know then how hot it was, but I see 
by this morning's paper that it was 106° in 
the shade in Seville, and I am eure it wag 
hotter in the sun at Palos. 

A stage left Moguer at 6 for San Juan, an 
hour’s drive, as Spanish stages go, From 
there I took train to Huelva, where I found 
a hotel. This morning I came back to Se- 
ville. 1 find myself of @ most curious com- 
piexion. I was well burned before; but now 
Iam the color of a copper saucepan,

will be cooler. I will write you again from 
there. I am glad you have written me an- 
other letter, dear, for the last was getting 
worn out. That would be too bad, for I want 
to keep the letter. You should bein a foreign 
land, far away from one whom you would 
care to see to know how much a letter may 
be. Your lover, Hvuaeu.

Reason Appears to Be Dull Business, 
Permitting — 


Wulle the upward movement in stocks has 
for the time being reached a standstill, there 
is belief among certain interests that fol- 
lowing the nomination of Secretary Taft by 
the republican convention, there may be a 
rally in the market in order to show the con- 
fidence which business interests feel in such 
a nomination. Wall street may, and may 
not, advance prices, but the theory obtains 
that an upturn may be booked for. 

Again, it is anticipated that the Union Pa- 
eific bonds will be favorably received. In 
fact, they were quoted in London at 1 per 
cent above the issuing price. This alone is 
sufficient indication of the favor which the 
bonds will find at the hands of subscribers. 

While the market is in no sense a puzzle 
at this time it holds extremely well in view 
of the absence of active buying or manipuia- 
tion. It can be stated on excellent authority 
that the big bull crowd which caused the 
market to move up has not yet retired. The 
principals are still in the market, though for 
some little time there has been no special 
incentive to put prices. upon a higher level. 
As quotations stand, 90 per cent of those 
who took the bull side and staid with the mar- 
ket have largely profited. Those who got in 
at the top, while enjoying no profita, have 
relatively small losses.

cent than for the corresponding period last 
year. 

Efforts to discover the occasion for such 
an increase in travel has developed the fact 
that the buyers of these letters of credit are 
mostly persons of moderate means, who find 
their business so dull that they prefer going 
abroad for a rest and returning in the au- 
tumn rather than remaining at home, where 
their presence is not required. 

This situation suggests that the present 
business depression is, in a way, adventi- 
tious. It is a happening in a long period of 
prosperity and has not served to cripple 
generally the fortunes of those engaged in 
business. On the contrary, the slow up is 
furnishing opportunity for vacations which 
can be enjoyed because ot much prosperity 
and surplus wealth. In one sense the dull- 
ness is something of a welcome incident, and 
the exodus abroad for rest and recreation 
is accompanied by the belief that the autumn 
months will witness a distinct revival in 
trade. 

A. W. Margraff of the American Express 
eee foreign department said yester- 

ay: 

“ The total of travelers’ checks sold by the 
company this year was larger than last, 
though not 40 per cent greater. The experi- 
ence of the express company is similar to 
that of the bank so far as ascertaining the 
reasons for the increased travel abroad.“ 


Tunnel Interest Default. 

In order to locate all the bondholders of 
the IHinois Tunnel company’s 5 per cent 
issue, default was resorted to in the matter 
of the semi-annual interest due on June 1. 
However, the Chicago Subway company is 
buying the coupons at their face value, $25 a

NO NEED NOW FOR Issur, |! 


Large Cities Take Advantage of Meas- 
ure as Safeguard for Future. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.}— 
Washington is the first city to take advan- 
tage of the recently passed Aldrich-Vreeland 
currency law to the extent of forming a na- 
tional currency association. The secretary 
of the treasury has been asked to recognize 
such an 9 whith includes all of the 
national banks in Washington, of which 
there are eleven. The Washington bankers 
do not admitany present need for the issue of 
emergency currency * do they see any pro- 
spective need for it. It js their wish, how- 
ever, to take advantage of the law and put 
themselves in a position whereby the author- 
ized emergency issues may readily be sup- 
plied to them in case need arises. 

Arrangements have practically been com- 
pleted at the treasury whereby emergency 
currency may be provided under the terme of 
the Aldrich-Vreeland act wherever it may be 
needed. Treasury officials say that with the 
abundance of money now in thé@vaults of the 
banks the emergency currency law will in al} 
probability not be invoked this year, and 
maybe not for years to come. The moras 
effect of the statute as predicted by its fram- 
ers has already been felt in the business and 
commercial world. 

Judging from information recetved at the 
treasury there will be few national currency 
associations established for the present out- 
side of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Chicago. Such associations are reported to 
be in process of formation in nearly all thé 
cities mentioned. 

New York Banks Organize. 
New York, June 9.—The initial step in the

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 

Of primary importance in all branches of live 
stock were the reports of flood at Kansas City. 
Early rumors were to the effect that the Exchange 
buikiing at Kaneas City was partly submerged 
and that the water was rising at an alarming rate. 
More authentic advices, however, were that the 
water was about three feet lower than the street 
level and that the live stock trade at Kansas City 
was limited more by the surprisingly small receipts 
than by the flood. It was generally conceded, how~- 
ever, that the Kaneas City market would be elim- 
inated from the Hst of desirable distributing cen- 
ters for some time and that shipments of live 
stock, which under normal condition would find 
their way to Kansas City, would be diverted 
to other river markets and to Chicago. The first 
effects of these reports were to inject ginger into 
the eattle buying here, as it was believed that 
packers who usually supply part of their require- 
ments at Kansas City would be forced to make 
their purchases here, but later there was a disposi- 
tion among buyers to await the increased arrivals 
which they felt sure would follow the eliminating 
of Kansas City as a desirable marketing center 
and the added zest noted in the buying soon disap- 
peared. 

The board of directors of the international! Hve 
stock exposition’ will hold its spring or class- 
ification meeting Wednesday at the rooms of the 
Saddle and Sirloin club. The directors will con- 
vene at 10 o'clock and be in session all day. 

Charles McCracken, best known hog authority 
and statieticilan at the yards, Was around with 
a broad smile and the cigars Tuesday, asking his 
friends to help him celebrate the twenty-third anni- 
versary of his marriage. ‘* Brother Bill *’ on the 
board of trade also was celebrating, this being his 
natal day, which one Bill” was too modest to 
say. Both found numerous friends to wish them 
many happy returns. 

Best steers on this market so far this month, 
selling at $7.75, made the highest price paid on 
the open market in June since 1902, when $8.50 was 
reached. In 1882 choice beef steers sold in the 
month of June at $9.30, which was the highest paid 
since early 605. ‘ 

Armour & Co, pegged thetr bide for hogs at $5.40 
and refused to consider stock at higher figures. 
They were good buyers at the decline, however, 
taking 3,300 hogs. 

Receipts of hogs at Kansas City numbered 2,000, 
against 20,000 a week ago. Receipts of cattle 
there were 500, or about one-third a normal run. 

Wednesday's receipts of hogs and cattle here 
are expected to include a good many train loads 
of stock from Kansas City direct to packers. The 
latter were good buyers at the outside point Mon- 
day, but the high waters disabled their packing 
plants and they were forced to forward the stock 
here to be slaughtered. 

ON THE BOARD OF TRA DR. 

Although ruling dull the greater part of the 
session, the provision list displayed a sound un- 
dertone. In the final quarter hour a spurt of buy- 
ing for stockyards interests caused a brisk rally, 
last prices showing net gains of 124%@15c for pork, 
2%@5e for lard, and 5@7%c for ribs. Improve- 
ment in the general cash demand for hog products, 
advancing prices for beef, and the comparative 
scarcity of steers and a light run of swine at west- 
ern packing centers—69,200, against 88; 000 the cor- 
responding day last year—served as stimulating 
infuences. The day's shipments of meats hence 
were 4,072,000 Ibs, against 1,123,000 Ibs the cor- 
responding day last year; lard, 1,305,000 lbs, com- 
pared to 871,000 Ibs A year ago. A good part of the 
light movement of hogs at Kansas City was at 
tributed to floode and uncrossable streams. Pit 
shorts appeared to be more nervous and covered 
on all weak spots. Estimated local hog arrivals 
for today were 29,000.

Vegetarian Diet Is Popular with 
Porterhouse at 26 Cents. 


| FAMINE TALK UNFOUNDED. 


Stockyards Men Uttering Complaints 
About Lightness * Orders. 


Chicago’s consumption of fresh beef hag 
suffered severe sh as a result of 
the lofty prices prevailing, until now, ac- 
cording to men constantly in touch with the 
general situation, the household with the 
ordinary exchequer is doing the vegetarian 
act with heart and soul. Retailers say that 
many of their customers are making this a 
good time to heed their physicians’ injunc- 
tions to avoid beef during the warm weather. 

Prominent wholesalers at the stockyards 
yesterday uttered loud complaints on the 
lightness of orders from retailers, the de- 
mand from all sections betwen “ Poverty 
row and Velvet boulevard being ma- 
terlally reduced, particularly so in the case 
of the lowlier sections. There was no appre- 
clahie change in fresh beef prices during the 
day, although the cattle market was what 
followers termed a shade easier. It was 
ald, however, that the best grades of steers 
would have brought full prices easily if they 
had been available. The first pick of cattle 
are being quoted at $7.76 per 100 pounds, the 
highest price obtained in June in the open 
market since 1902, and never before that 
year since 1882. 

The curtailed consumptive demand, say 
stockyards men, in all probability will re- 
sult in a material replenishing of cooler 
stocks, the lightness of which has been re- 
sponsible for the advance in values. Three 
‘weeks ago the coolers were full of beef, 
but the diminishing receipts of cattle dur- 
ing that period brought about the big de- 
creases in holdings, until the trade was 
forced to elevate values beyond the reach of 


many. 
Famine Not Expected. 

“The season for grassing cattle which 
have been devouring high pric:d hay ali 
winter is at hand,“ said an official of Swift 
& Co., and I expect to see a big improve- 
ment in the movement from the country in 
the near future. The increased arrivals of 
gteers should result in accumulating cooler 
stocks and a consequent decline in retail and 
wholesale prices of the cuts. The famine 
talk from the east and the famine murmur- 
ings here in Chicago are premature, to say 
the least. There will be no beef famine, but 
steadily increasing supplies instead, accord- 
ing to indications.” 

Floods in Kansas and Missouri are ex- 
pected to result in the shipping of many cat- 
tle to this market ordinarily destined to Kan- 
sas City. Packers of the Missouri city find 
it almost impossible to operate their plants 
because of high waters, and some of them 
will send their steers to this market to be 
slaughtered. shipping back the cuts. 


Porterhouse at 26 Cents. 
Twenty-six cents a pound was asked for 
porterhouse steak in the retail markets yes- 
terday. A year ago at this time 22 cents cov- 
ered the bill, but despite the big upturn re- 
tailers said their margin of profit was well + 
under that of last year. Some of them, 
classed among the higher priced retailers, 
said the profit was quite too small to be con- 
a sidered, and that they handled the meat 
merely as a matter of accommodation
